San Quentin Inmate 
In Torch Death Try 


A San Qu entin inmate 
is 
in 
“critical condition” after a pos­ 
sible su icide attempt this morning 
when he set fire to his mattress, 
plastic cov er and newspapers in a 
plu mbing closet of the 
prison’s 
open psy chiatric ward. 
Dr. M. D. Willcu tts said Sipron 
Balenzu ela, 37, 
bu rned 
himself 
sev erely when he started the fire 
shortly after 7 a.m. The inmate’s 
condition was listed as “critical” 
since the first degree flash bu rns 
were complicated by possible in- 
almost fou r hou rs after the fatal halation of flames.

WENT OFF ROAD 
The accident occu rred as Rob­ 
erts was driv ing sou th on Sou th

the soft, mu ddy shou lder, and the 
car went ou t of control, accord­ 
ing to the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol report. 
The car slithered for 105* feet 
along the mu ddy shou lder, then 
smashed into a Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. electric pole 19 feet 
west of the pav ement, snapping 
it off. The car continu ed another 
85 feet, threw Mrs. Roberts ou t 
and apparently ov ertu rned on her 
body , cru shing her to death, ac­ 
cording to the report of Patrol­

Liswood, driv ing along Highway 
101 paralleling the road, learned 
of the mishap when he saw the 
flashing of break ing high-v olt­ 
age electric lines brou ght down by 
the crash.

Recall Would Waste Money 


Recall of a public official is a drastic step 
which demands careful scrutiny of his record 
before such a move is undertak en. But the ob­ 
vious inconsistencies spotlighting the current re­ 
call action against three Tamalpais Union High 
School District trustees indicate tha t all factors 
have not been objectively weighed. 
One good reason bally hooed for recall cen­ 
ters on the board’s recent action on the contro­ 
versial school book s. The cry , as we’ve heard it, 
is: “Sign a petition to recall the trustees who 
have refused to remove subversive and obscene 
book s from our school libraries.” This is a partial 
truth which dangerously distorts the issue. The 
truth is that while voting to retain the so-labeled 
book s the board placed two of them under facul­ 
ty supervision and placed three others in reserve 
pending further study . 
At the same time the trustees req uested the 
“Tamalpais-Drak e Educational Council to sub­ 
mit a panel of persons to act in an advisory 
capacity only in an overall study of the aims and 
purposes which should be followed in the educa­ 
tional program of the district.” 
In view of the whole truth we believe the 
board should be commended instead of censured 
for its intelligent handling of this highly inflam ­ 
mable issue. It should also be pointed out that 
the school book problem which ex ploded in our 
district has ex posed the same problem throughout 
the entire state. Statements to the effect that 
the Marin Grand Jury condemned the contro­ 
versial book s are also erroneous. Although the 
G rand Jury did not see any value to the book s 
from a standpoint of intellectual improvement, 
it merely passed the m atter along to the trustees 
where it belonged. 


HAL BOYLE'S CO LU M N 


Discontinuance of student transportation by 
the board is being denounced as an “arbitrary 
move” ♦ by those pushing recall. But this very 
economy measure was previously recommended 
by many of these same people as one alternative 
to increased tax ation. It was also recommended 
by the NEWS and we can find no fault with the 
board for carry ing out this recommendation and 
successfully negotiating with the Grey hound Bus 
Lines to transport the students. 


Targets of the recall action are further being 
charged with lack of economy . The NEV/S has 
also opposed the board on this score, particular­ 
ly its proposals for a tax hik e and bond Issue, 
and we stand firm in this opposition. However, 
the final decision on these proposals was not up 
to the trustees but up to the voters who turned 
them down. And now while recall supporters are 
condemning the trustees’ waste of tax pay ers’ 
money they are hiving no q ualms about wasting 
the tax pay ers’ money themselves for a special 
recall election—a tidy sum which could be put to 
better use toward education of our high school 
students. 


I t ’s true that we do not alway s agree with 
the actiftn of our trustees. But it is folly to allow 
our disagreements to blind us to their commend­ 
able accomplishments. They devote long hours of 
hard work to their non-salaried Jobs and we be­ 
lieve there is no doubt as to their sincerity . 
• 
So let us put aside our personal grievances 


and begin to think clearly and consistently about 


our high school district with one common ob­ 


jective—the education of our future citizens.—

Face Traffic, 


Parking Jam 


(ED ITO R S NOTE: Traffic 
congestion 
a n d 
inadeq uate 
park ing space are probably the 
biggest headaches facing city 
planners in America. The rea­ 
son is simple: There are 23 
million more cars and truck s 
on the road today than there 
were at the end of World W ar 
II. Figuring out what to do 
about it is not so simple. The 
United Press has survey ed 20 
major -cities to find out how 
they are tack ling 
the

cities are lock ed in a m onum en­ 
tal traffic jam and it is going 
to cost billions of dollars to un­ 
tangle it. 


A staggering sum already has 
been spent on ex pressway s and 
park way s, underpasses and over­ 
passes, new bridges and viaducts, 
and municipal park ing lots. But 
city streets still are chok ed with 
automobiles. Finding a park ing 
place is still a long-shot proposi­ 
tion in the business district of 
most U.S. cities. 


A SURVEY OF 20 major cities 
indicates traffic 
officials 
a rt 
try ing frantically to k eep up with 
the demand for more and more 
park ing space and 
faster 
and 
smoother traffic arteries. But al­ 
most every where, the cities are 
running behind. 


Only one city —Indianapolis — 
reported any k ind of satisfaction 
about the traffic problem. There, 
the city has k ept pace with its 
growth 
by 
invok ing 
one-way 
traffic on certain streets, by use 
of park ing meters, by providing 
private and public park ing lots 
as the demand arose. 


BUT IN OTHER metropolitan 
areas these formulas have been 
thrown out of k ilter by traffic 
bottleneck s tha t couldn’t be elim­ 
inated by simple one-way streets 
and by increases in auto registra­ 
tion that caught planners off 
guard.

now is more than 800,000.

In a bu siness 
which has no com p etition u ntil 
and u nless y ou go to war, it’s a 
little dangerou s to feel assu rance 
th at the p rogress is satisfactory , 
bu t I believ e it is.”

Children now learn to 
apply more effectively their a rith ­ 
metic principles to every day prob­ 
lems, read with more understand­ 
ing, and spell equally well. W riting 
is no longer taught as a copy of a 
set-up m ethod but individual script 


is allowed, neatness and legibility 
stressed. 
Political 
sciences 
and 
world affairs knowledge is an im ­ 
portant part of the school curric­ 
ulum.

Corporation, Excise

Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles briefed the GOP 
leaders for 45 minutes on inter­ 
national affairs. 
When the all-day meeting re­ 
cessed for lunch, newsmen asked 
Sen.

The Colorado senator, chairman 
of the Conference of Republican 
Senators, replied with a smile:

WENT OFF ROAD 
The accident occurred as Rob­ 
erts was driving south on South 
Novato 
boulevard. 
T h e 
auto’s 
wheels went off the narrow pave­ 
ment at a slight curve and onto 
the soft, muddy shoulder, and the 
car went out of control, accord­ 
ing to the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol report. 
The car slithered for 105* feet 
along the muddy shoulder, then 
smashed into a Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. electric pole 19 feet 
west of the pavement, snapping 
it off. The car continued another 
85 feet, threw Mrs. Roberts out

Skipper Rescued When 


Boat Founders On Rocks 


The skipper of a 43-foot fishing 
boat was rescued early today from 
his boat which he tried four hours 
to save from destruction on rocks 
near Golden Gate Bridge. 
L. E. Merritt, 39, San Francisco, 
heeded the pleas of his ailing wife 
and was pulled to safety by a 
line thrown to him from shore by 
Coast Guardsmen. 
Merritt was returning from an 
unsuccessful search for albacore 
in Southern California waters last 
night when a rising tide forced 
his boat “My Pride,” onto the 
rocks. 
Waves rose higher and pounded 
the boat against the rocks. Mer­ 
ritt stayed with it, trying to float 
it out, but Coast Guardsmen who 


rescued him thought it too risky 
for him to stay aboard. 
His wife, Mara, had just return­ 
ed home from the hospital, and 
hurried to the cold, windswept 
beach to plead with him to com« 
ashore.

The bottom 
was ripped out and it was almost 
nine months before she was able 
to go back to sea.

which demands careful scrutiny of his record 
before such a move is undertaken. But the ob­ 
vious inconsistencies spotlighting the current re­ 
call action against three Tamalpais Union High 
School District trustees indicate that all factors 
have not been objectively weighed. 
One good reason ballyhooed for recall cen­ 
ters on the board’s recent action on the contro­ 
versial school books. The cry, as we’ve heard it, 
Is: “Sign a petition to recall the trustees who 
have refused to remove subversive and obscene 
books from our school libraries.’’ This is a partial 
truth which dangerously distorts the issue. The 
truth is that while voting to retain the so-Iabeled 
books the board placed two of them under facul­ 
ty supervision and placed three others in reserve 
pending further study. 
At the same time the trustees requested the 
“Tamabais-Drake Educational Council to sub­ 
mit a panel of persons to act In an advisory 
capacity only in an overall study of the aims and 
purposes which should be followed In the educa­ 
tional program of the district.” 
In view of the whole truth we believe the 
board should be commended instead of censured 
for its intelligent handling of this highly inflam ­ 
mable Issue. It should also be pointed out that 
the school book problem which exploded in our 
district has exposed the same problem throughout 
the entire state. Statements to the effect that 
> the Marin Grand Jury condemned the contro­ 
versial books are also erroneous. Although the 
Grand Jury did not see any value to the books 
from a standpoint of Intellectual improvement, 
It merely passed the m atter along to the trustees 
where It belonged. 


the board is being denounced as an “arbitrary 
move” # by those pushing recall. But this very 
economy measure was previously recommended 
by many of these same people as one alternative 
to increased taxation. It was also r e co m m en d ed 
by the NEWS and we can find no fault with the 
board for carrying out this recommendation and 
successfully negotiating with the Greyhound Bus 
Lines to transport the students. 


Targets of the recall action are further being 
charged with lack of economy. The NEV/S has 
also opposed the board on this score, particular­ 
ly its proposals for a tax hike and bond issue, 
and we stand firm in this opposition. However, 
the final decision on these proposals was not up 
to the trustees but up to the voters who turne 
them down. And now while recall supporters are 
condemning the trustees’ waste of taxpayers 
money they are hiving no qualms about wasting 
the taxpayers’ money themselves for a special 
recall election-a tidy sum which could be put to 
better use toward education of our high school 


students. 
‘ I t’s true that we do not always agree with 
the action of our trustees. But it is folly to allow 
our disagreements to blind us to their c o m m e n d ­ 
able accomplishments. They devote long hours of 
hard work to their non-salaried jobs and we be­ 
lieve there is no doubt as to their sincerity. 


So let us put aside our personal grievances 


and begin to think clearly and consistently about 
our high school district with one common ob­ 


jective—the education of our future citizens.—

First step is to Inspect lighting 
sets for insulation weaknesses and 
damaged sockets. If the set is de­ 
fective, Tober advises to discard 
it. Then test the set by screwing 
some of the lamps into the sockets 
to see if any “Uve” metal is ex­ 
posed. Check to see if the wire in­ 
sulation is intact where the wires 
enter the socket. 
• If tinsel reflectors are used, be 
sure no metallic contact Is made 
with “live” metal of the sockets. 
When buying decorative light- 


i mg sets, Tabor reminds purchas­ 
ers to look for the Underwriter’s 
Laboratories’ 
“inspected” 
labels. 
For cord sets, appliance and toy 
power supply cords the flag label 
is an evidence of electrical safety. 
In 
using 
extension cords 
for 
lighting 
sets, 
take 
proper 
pre­ 
cautions by keeping them away 
from hot radiators, heating pipes, 
rugs and door jambs. Be sure the 
cord is in good working condition 
—no loose connections, cracked 
plugs or insulation defects. 
If you can’t resist surrounding 
the base of a Christmas tree or 
decoration 
with 
“snow,” 
Tober 
advises using one of the many non­ 
combustible 
materials 
available 
but, “please no cotton.” 
Safety suggestions 
specifically 
for outdoor decorations are: 
1. Use only lighting sets design­ 
ed for outdoor use. 
2. When the installation is com 


plete, then connect the wires to 
the lighting circuit. If readjust­ 
ment is necessary, first turn off 
the current to avoid shocks. 
3. Mount lamp sockets down­ 
ward so rain cannot penetrate 
the units as water Is a conductor 
of electricity. 
4. Extension cords should be of 
the approved, rubber-sheated type 
as sockets and plugs must be made 
of insulating materials. 
5. Don't use absestos insulated 
cords frequently used on heating 
appliances outdoors as the Insu­ 
lation will absorb water.

C. The selling price was more 
than $1,000. The total collected in 
1954 cannot exceed 30 per cent of 
the total selling price. This in­ 
cludes the down payment and all 
later payments collected in 1954; 
If all the requirements under 1 
or 2 above are met, then you can 
report your profit each year as 
you collect it. 
This is how it works. 
Assume that you sold your home 
in 1954. This home cost you $10,000 
in 1940. The selling price is $15,000. 
Your profit is $5,000. Under the 
long term capital gains rates you 
are taxed on only 50 per cent of 
this profit, that is, $2,500. 
Assume that you 
collect down pay­ 
ment of

Your profit on this house is

$15,000 
Less your cost 
66.7% 10,000 
Profit 
33.3% 
5.000 
Then you would report as your 
long term capital gain for 1954 
$1,500 received, 33.3% profit $500. 
This would be taxed at the long 
term capital gains rate, so that 
50%, or $250 would be taxed. If 
you made no collections in 1954 
nothing would be taxed. 
If you use this system then be 
sure to pick up and report your 
profit on your collections each 
vear as you collect them.
